A Sad and Tragic Death 


The tragic death of Robert William 


Wilson of Plymouth, who was killed 
by a falling rock at the El Dorado 
Lime and Mineral Company's quarry 
near Shingle, on Sunday last, closed 
In cruel manner the last chapter in 
the life of a returned war hero, who 
was one of the first to answer the 
call to arms, and the last to return 
from over seas. 


His war record reads "cited for 
bravery under fire," for which he won 
four silver aura. He bad never en- 
tirely recovered from the effects ot 
having been gassed; »nd prior to the 
war had never known a sick day. On 
the fateful morning, while operating 
an air drill, a rock weighing a thous- 
and pounds fell 30 feet from overhead, 
fracturing bis skull, breaking several 
ribs and one limb, crushing out bis 
lift. At the Inquest which Coroner 
Jas. B. Blair conducted on Monday, 
the verdict was In accord with the 
facts as stated. 


Mr, Wilson Is survived by a mother, 


four sisters and three brothers; the 
former are Mrs. Alice Cooper of Art- 
xona, Mrs. L. W. Oreenstate, Mrs. D. 
Smith and Miss B. Wilson of Ply- 
month: the brothers are Geo. Wilson 
of Stockton. Harry and John Wilson 
of Plymouth.

San Francisco—Henry A. Melvin, 


Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State of California and 
one of the 
most widely known 


jurists ot the country, committed 
suicide by drowning himself in a 
bathtub early 
Saturday 
morning, 


April 24, in Merritt Hospital, Oak- 
and. 
Mental derangement incident 


to an attack of brain fever waa re- 
sponsible for the act, according to 
Dr. 
William 
S. Porter, 
personal 


physician and friend. 
Since his re- 


moval from St. Francis Hospietl, five 
months ago, physicians and nurses 
have maintained a close watch over 
Judge Melvin, bis suicidal obsessions 
having been well known to them. 
When his bath was prepared, how- 
ever, he eluded the nurse for a mo- 
ment, shut and locked the bathroom 
door, and before it could be battered 
down had accomplished his design 
of self-destruction. Two weeks ago, 
according to Dr. Porter, Judge Mel- 
vin attempted to end his life by 
jumping from a window of his apart- 
ment in Oakland, but was restrained. 
He was taken to his country place 
near Mount Diablo and returned Fri- 
day noon, April 23, to Oakland, to 
consult 
his 
physician, 
who 
had 


planned to keep the patient under 
close observation for a period of sev- 
eral weeks. 
He accompanied Dr. 


Porter to Berkeley, where, apparent- 
ly, he enjoyed a performance of the 
University Glee Club, but later in the 
evening his mind again reverted to 
the suicidal mania, and it was de- 
termined to take him at once to a 
hospital, where he could be kept un- 
der close observation. 
A post mor- 


tem examination revealed the fact 
that the brain showed signs of 
softening and that Justice Melvin 
'never would have recovered from his 
mental trouble, according to Dr. 
Porter. 
Hemorrhages throughout 


he brain had followed the encep- 
halitis or sleeping sickness that de- 
veloped five months ago. Dr. Porter 
said. 
Announcement of the tragic 


death of Judge Melvin came as a 
distinct shock to members of the bar 
iere and in Alameda county. 
All 


courts were adjourned out of respect 
o his memory and many tributes to 
lis character and ability were voiced 
by his conferees of the bench and his 
associates in the legal profession. 
Although it was generally 
known 


that the jurist was ill. few of bis 
friends and associates knew of his 
precarious condition. Comparatively 
few men in public life in this State 
have commanded the universal ad- 
miration and respect accorded Judge 
Melvin. 
As a practitioner at the 


bar, prior to his elevation to the 
bench, he was noted for his fearless- 
ness in championing the causes in- 
trusted to him, and always with def- 
erence to the Court and with respect 
to his adversary. 
He carried to the 


bench the same high regard for the 
rights of all, and day by day he add- 
ed to his reputation for learning 
and for the other high attributes 
that characterize the ideal jurist. 
Henry Alexander Melvin was born 
at Springfield, 111., September 28, 
1865. When 10 years old he came to 
California, and in 1889 he was grad- 
uated from the University ot Califor- 
nia. 
Four years later he finished 


his course at the Hastings College 
of Law. 
His public career began in 


1892, 
when he went before a Repub- 


lican district convention in Alameda 
county for the office of Justice of 
the Peace of Brooklyn Township, 
and without a vote having been cast 
against him, was named for the 
place. Since that humble beginning

vice-president of Shreve & Company, 
jewelers, drove his automobile into 
the rear of a garbage truck at Geary 
and Leavenworth street shortly af- 
ter 4 o'clock a.' m., April 21, and 
died a few moments later at the 
Central Emergency Hospital. 


His wife, who was with him in 


the machine, escaped injury. 
She

Roop's chest 
was crushed against the steering 
wheel.

Shortage of School Teachers 
The country Is faced with a serious 


shortage of school teachers, chiefly 
through failure to provide adequate 
.salaries, according to r ports to the 
United States bureau ol education 
Conditions are becoming slightly bei- 
ter, however, the report states, in 


- .some sections, compared with those 


of last October, when the National 
Education association conducted an 
Inquiry Into the situation 


Based on returns from state school 


officials, the reports show that on 
February 
13 last there were 18,279 
schools closed because of 
lacK of 


teachers and 41,000 were being taught 
by teachers characterized as "below 
standard, but taken on temporarily in 
the emergency." Greater shortages 
are shown to exist in southern stales 


Salaries paid teachers in 1918. sta- 
tistics show, were on an average of 
•S806 for elementary teachers and 11,031 


* for those teaching in high schools. 


From salary schedules collected from 
various states, giving8alarles<received 


-'' toy individual teachers in three coun- 
ties in each state, it is shown that 
wages paid rural teachers fell far 
below the foregoing average in man} 
states, many localities showing sala- 
ries paid as low as 9150 and I20U a 
jear. 


In 190 state, county, city and priv- 


ate normal schools, representing 80 
per cent of the total normal schools 
in the country, there were 11,500 
fewer students enrolled November 1, 
191», than during the prewar period. 
A similar 
falling off is shown in 


teacher training departments in col- 
leges, while other departments show 


..great increases in enrollment.

Immigration Promises to 


Set New Record—Smallest 


Since the Colonial Days 


When the present fiscal year ends, 


June 80, It Is highly probable that a 
new Immigration record wfll be Bet-— 
the smallest since colonial days, says 
the Washington Herald. 


Immigration statistics of the first 


six months Indicate that the year's 
total may be less than 100,000 persona, 
For the half-year ending January 1, 
1918, only 57.715 came to America, and 
since then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thousands. 


The war, of course, is responsible. 


The real dwindling began when the 
United States entered the war. Since 
that day only one country has sent 
anything like the normal number of 
Immigrants. 
That is Japan, which 


country now leads all nations In eend- 
Ing Immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as against 8,925 In 1917, 8,711 In 1916 
and 8,609 In 1915. During the first 
half of this fiscal year 6,008 Japanese 
arrived and they've been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousand 
a month. 


Italy, which before the war sent 


over seven times as many Immigrants 
as Japan then did, this year will send 
less than a third as many. 


Mexico, which sent 16,438 immi- 


grants In 1917, will send less than 
three thousand this year. 


Swallows Fight, (or Farmers 


Tley Aw die Ltyht Croby of die Bid Army 


-Tht army of tb* bird*" is a familiar phrase, yet the picture It paints 


la most mluds Is, perhaps, an army on the march rather tbaa aa army in 
combat; the birda in anonal migration from ion* to BOM rather than the 
bird* on dally duty from Held to field. The Utter and more accurate Idea 
cornea only when special branches of the aerrlce are pointed out—when, for 
Instance, a bird experts says, "The swallows are the light cavalry of the army 
of birds, ever on toe move, always on the skirmish Una, foraging the fields 
of air, constantly on the alert to cut off stragglers from basset campa and 
missing no opportunity to destroy these enemies of the farmer." 


The phrases quoted are used In the opening paragraph of a bulletin 


issued by the United States department of agriculture. It is entitled, "Food 
Habits of the Swallows, a Family of Valuable Native Birds." It Is tt» last 
work done by one of the greatest economic ornithologists the world has pro- 
duced. Prof. F. B. L. BeaU for 25 yean an assistant in the bureau of biological 
surrey, and whose death occurred October 1, 1916, 


The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow that are of wide 


distribution in the United States? the Purple Martin, the Cliff •wallow, the 
Barn swallow, the Tree swallow, the Violet-Green swallow, the Bank swallow 
and the Bough-Winged swallow. The food habits of all the species are, of 
course, similar, but they vary in certain more or less important detain. It 
Is shown, for Instance, that while the other six species eat practically no 
vegetable food except such as la incidentally taken with insect food, the Tret 
•wallow occasionally make* a full meal of berries or seeds. It to definitely 
shown, however, that no swuilow consumes any vegetable food that Is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. And 
even this forms such a email part 6f the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept for the Tree swallow, the vegetable element will not average one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total diet 


With few exceptions, the Insects eaten by swallows are injurious. Since 


swaHows take their food on the wing, it follows that they must feed upon 
flyinTlnaects, and, for the most part, predacious beetles and other beneficial 
ground-frequenting forms escape. The biggest single item in the •wallow diet 
Is Dtptera, the order of Insecte to which belong flies, gnats and mosquitoes. 
This item constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the total when averaged for the 
seven species. The next largest Item Is Hemiptera, the order of Insects Includ- 
ing the chinch bug, plant lice and the like. It Is shown that, of the beetles 
eaten, a large part Is made up of weevils, Including the cotton boll weevil, 
the clover weevil, the strawberry weevil, the alfalfa weevil, which is a re- 
cently imported pest, and other,highly destructive weevils., 


On the whole, the swallows are shown to be a highly beneficial bird 


family and deserving of all the encouragement and protection that can be 
given.

Boll together a pint of juicy fruit 


and a pint of water, stirring from time 
to time, then strain and add honey to 
•weeten; boll for ten minutes and then 
bottle. When serving allow a table- 
spoonful of the sirup to a glass of 
water, 


Tea Punch. 


Make a strong infusion of English 


breakfast tea, using a teaspoonful to 
a cupful of boiling water. For a quart 
of tea add honey to sweeten, and the 
Juke of two lemons and an orange. A 
few slices of the fruit may be served 
with the punch, 


Mint Julep. 


Boll a cupful of sugar with a pint 


of water 20 minutes. Crush six sprig* 
of mint and pour a cupful of boiling 
Water over It, Allow It to stand ten 
minutes, strain and pour Into the sirup. 
To this add strawberry, raspberry and 
lemon Juice; serve very cold.

lars in good stock any more than yon 
would in Improved seeds and grain to 
insure success. 


Don't keep any males with the fe- 


males unless you Intend hatching the 
eggs. Eggs for market will keep 
much longer If they are not fertile. 


Don't put all sizes, shapes and 


colors of eggs in one lot for market; 
learn to grade them so they will look 
as much like one hen laid them all as 
possible. 


Don't allow a dirty, stale egg to go 


Into your market basket, no matter 
how high they are or how badly you 
need the money. 


Don't be afraid to work with your 


poultry the year round, as it la the 
only road to success, and one must 
stick to the right track. Keep up In- 
terest in your poultry both winter and 
summer. No matter what other duties 
you have, they should not be neg- 
lected. 


Don't expect every egg to hatch 


when you buy eggs for that purpose 
from some good breeder. Your own 
eggs as a rule will not do that well.

thrive on what they destroy. 
They 


do not require the attention of a 
herder, and when allowed to roam, 
will take care of themselves. 'Their 
milk Is whiter than that of the cow. 
and much richer in butter fat. The 
mohair is a valuable asset and always 
commands a re^v market, while the 
demand for stock ib steady and grow- 
ing from season to season, showing 
that the goat industry has taken its 
place among the important livestock 
interests of the country 


In the largest meat packing plant 


in America 3.000 goats are received 
daily, the manager stating: "a goat's 
reward for being fat and healthy is 
to become muttoa. and a kid that 
goes to the packing house should be 
consoled that his epitaph on expensive 
menus will read 'lamb.'" 


Among successful breeders of goats 


in Gl Dorado county are Hector Wil- 
liamson of Springvale district, and 
Mrs M. Thome of Uno, who, since 
the death of her husband, has carried 
on the business he had established. 
Mr Swift has now entered the field 
and is selling stock to others who are 
starting in this industry to which 
certain sections of the county seem 
especially adapted. The humble goat 
has evidently come into the profitable 
livestock class.
